WILD ANIMALS IN 


KOREA ARE MENACE 


Wolves Attack Persons in 


Homes as Well as Do- 


mestic Pets. 


SEOUL. Korea, June 19.—Accus- 


tomed at Koreans are to the attacks 
of wild animals In the mountains, 
they have been astonished to learn 
that during the last year 120 people 
were killed by beasts and that over 
3000 domestic animals were either 
killed or Injured. This havoc was 
wrought by tigers, 
leopards, bears 


and Korean wolves, but it was the 
wolf, according ta official statistics, 
that did 
the 
greatest amount of 


harm. 
It is estimated 
that these 


ferocious creatures slew 113 persons 
and injured 50 besides killing or In- 
juring 517 cattle and 1519 other do- 
mestic animals. 


The Korean wolf which is locally 


known as the neuktai is a powerful 
animal of the canine species, a little 
larger but longer and thinner than 
the native Korean dog.

it possesses 


piercing eyes and in face of danger 
or mhile capturing prey shows won- 
derful agility, hiding 
itself in the 


underbrush.

"OU, dear reader friend, are do 


ing tbat very thing, pursuing 
happiness, aren't 
you? 
But 


perhaps if you read the following ex- 
tract taken from aa essay by Charles 
Dudley Warner, yon will see what a 
futile race you are running. 


"Perhaps the most curious and in 


teresting phrase ever put into a pub- 
lic document." be says, is 'the pur- 
suit of happiness.' It is declared to 
be an inalienable right. 
It cannot 


be sold. It cannot be given away 


"The right of every man to be six 


feet high and of every woman to be 
flve feet four was regarded as self- 
evident until women asserted their 
undoubted right to be six feet high 
also, when some confusion was In- 
troduced into the interpretation of 
this rhetorical fragment of the eigh- 
teenth century. 
"But the Inalienable right to the 


pursuit of happiness has never been 
questioned since It was proclaimed as 
a new gospel for the new world. The 
American people accepted it with en 
tbusiasm, as it it had been the dis- 
covery of a 
gold prospector, and 


started cut in the pursuit as if the 
devil were after them 
If the proc- 


lamation bad been that happiness Is 
a common right of tbe race, alien 
able or otherwise, tbat all men are 
or may be happy, history or tradi- 
tion might have Interfered to raise a 
doubt whether even th* new form of 
government could so chance the eth- 
ical condition. But the 
right to 


make a pursuit of happiness, given 
in a fundamental bill of rights. * 
quite a different aspect. 
Men had 


been engaged in many pursuits, mow 
of them disastrous, some of them 
highly commendable. A sect in Oal 
ilee bad set up the pursuit of right 
eousness as the only or the highes 
object of man's immortal powers 
The rewards of it. however, were 
not believed to be always immediate 
Here was a political sanction of 
pursuit that everybody acknowledg 
ed to be a good thing. 


"People, to be sure, have dtfferen 


conceptions of happiness, but what 
ever they are. it is the custom, al 
most universal, to postpone the thing 
itself. This, of course, is especially 
true in our American system, where 
we have the chartered right to the 
thing itself.
